The embargo has been tn effect for 
two years agalnst all catile from Brt- 
tain, because of the prevalence of foot 
and mouth disease, which, at the pres- 
ent time, 1s affecting cattle tn threo- 
fourths of England, according to off- 
clals here. 

Scotland and England are regard- 
ed as one unit so far as agricultural 
regulations are concerned. Although 
cattle in Britain cannot be moved 
from an infected area to a free area, 
the department of agriculturo has 
taken all precautions by refusing to 
admit any cattle from Britain. Some 
changes aro being contemplated at 
the present time, but no definite 
steps have Leen taken/ to allow any 
cattle from tho Old Country.

The other alternative urged in some quarters is to go about direct re-

It is, however, interesting to Western Canadian farmers to note that 
Robert Bingham, chairman of the National Councll of Farmers’ Co-operative 
Assoclations, has emphatically declared that only in co-operative marketing, 
und not in tariff juggling or federal handling of crop surpluses, lies solu 
tion of the farmers’ problems. In making this declaration, Mr, Gingham 
contrasted the courage and vision of Canadian farmers in organizing their own 
co-operative enterprises and solving their own problem out of their own
